Moreover, a very large share ol the 
products of this section, not needed 
for immediate home consumption, 
was exported. Substantially none of 
them went to the manufacturing dis- 
tricts ot tbe East, wbete alone we 
purchased. Our farmers sold their 
wheat to Great Biitaiu, our lumber- 
men tbeir pioluct in China, in Aus- 
tralia and South Ametica, and the 
vessels which transported these 
products returned in ballast lor new 
caigoes. 

Having lived under a Protective 
Tarifl during the period when it was 
bnt little benefit 'ocally, tbe people 
ol tbe Pacific co iat are certainly tn 
titled to a continuance of tbe Protec- 
tive Tariff system, now that they 
have something to protect, and ate 
building np both the protected in- 
dustries and tbe home market which 
accompanies them. Tbe o'd anti- 
protection cry of the Demo-rats baa 
again been raised, in tbe hope that 
the popular prijudice agairst trusts 
may make it politically effective. 
Tbe tariffs on steel and iron are ihe 
especial points ol attack, and the 
false argument ia advanced that the 
great steel trust Is tbe sole bene- 
ficiary ol the present tariff system, 
and that ita alleged monopoly would 
be broken if the tarifl was re- 
moved. 

The future ol the State ot Wash 
iogton depends Industrially and pos- 
sibly commercially upon the estab- 
lishment of iron and steel plants here 
in the cities on Puget Sound. We 
have tbe ore supplies, the fuel and 
the market. We also have, however, 
a lalo- market in which wages are 
far higher than in the centers ol the 
it on and atee! industry ol the East. 
High rail freight rates afford a modi- 
cum, ot protection to the industry 
her*, so far as competition from the 
Eastern manufacturing centers is 
concerned. 

The industry has not yet been es- 
tablished. Capitalists are just tak- 
ing hold of it in a tentatively way. 
Negotallons are proceeding for tbe 
purchase of the best known o e 
bodies, and unless adverse legislation 
interferes, there will be one more 
large iron and steel plants in opera- 
tion within a comparatively briel 
period. There is absolutely nothing 
which could be ol greater importance 
to tbe people of the whole State of 
Washington than the operation here 
of great steel and iron plants, utiliz- 
ing our raw materials and supplying 
the local demands for iron and steel 
It would mean an enormous increase 
in the wage earning population, tbe 
establishment ol factories of all kinds, 
the retaining here of hundreds of 
thousauda of dollars which cow are 
annually aeut East, a local home 
market for the great bulk of our 
agricultural produce, and, in general, 
induatiial independence for the entire 
State 

To repeal the Protective Tariff 
duties on steel wonld delay, if not 
prevent, the building up of the iron 
and steel industry in this Slate; at 
least until wages came down to tbe 
Eastern standard, or the Eastern 
standard rose to that ol this coast. 
In the meantime, the industry would 
be established on this coast, but not 
io tkis State. Just aciois the line 
from ns, within a lew hours by water 
transportation, lie beds ol lion ore 
and measures of coking coal fully 
cqugl to any which we possess.

Other 
natuial advantages being <quil, the i 
first gieat steel plants will be estab 
lished at that point where the other 
inducements are Ihe greatest British 
Columbia has all ol the nalural ad- ! 

Given 
free -trade on this side ol tbe line and 
bounties and high Protective Tanfls 
on the other, and who can quration 
which will lead in the race for indus- 
trial supremacy?— Seattle "Post-In- 
telligencer."
